1. Recommend approval to award and execute a 36-month requirements supply agreement
with HACH COMPANY, Loveland, CO., for the purchase of specialized water quality
testing equipment, supplies and chemicals for the Austin Water Utility in an amount
estimated not to exceed $240,000 with three 12-month extension options in an estimated
amount not to exceed $80,000 per extension option, for a total estimated contract amount
not to exceed $480,000.
